We obtained a new suoply.shortly after I returned, but found that 
it contained sulphur and have been experimenting in the hope of 
discovering some which was without that handicap. There is, how- 
ever, no risk to the coin “if you plentifully dust the wax with pow- 
dered chalk before making the impression, and do not allow the coin 
to reviain in the wax any undue levgth of time. If we do find other 
wax which contains less sulonur, 1 will bear you in mind and see 
that you get some of if. 


L would take this opvortunity of adknowledcing on-Mr. Newell's 
behalf receipt of the four boxes of casts resently sert by you. 
They arrived in good condition and will await his return, He has 
written us from London stating that he was leaving for Paris on 
December 5th, going thence to Egypt if his plans did not miscarry.
